Several scholarships and awards are available to 
students attending Tyler Junior College. They are 
in the form of worships, scholarships, loans, and 
awards, offered by dubs, groups of people, and 
individuals. 

The Young Men’s Bible Class of the First Meth¬ 
odist Church awards'a scholarship to a meritorious 
Baptist student. 

Several partial scholarships are available to high 
school graduates for whom tuition is not paid by 
a governmental agency, such as the State Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation, etc. 

The Tyler Branch of American Association of 
University Women provides a workship of $100 a 
year to a deserving young woman who is a grad¬ 
uate of any high school in Smith county and who 
pursues her studies in Tyler Junior College. 

The Criterion Club awards a scholarship for a 
worthy student, following the recommendation of a 
faculty committee and the approval of the club. 

The Coterie Club, composed of musicians and 
music lovers, has established a scholarship, cover¬ 
ing the cost of individual lessons, which will be 
awarded annually to a student who shows out¬ 
standing talent in music. 

The Junior Daughters of the American Revolu¬ 
tion awards a scholarship each year to a promising 
young woman. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilton Fair have established an 
endowment fund which will be used each year for 
scholarships and similar purposes. The endowment 
consists of the revenue from certain oil properties 
deeded to the college by Mr. and Mrs. Fair. The 
couple established the fund in 1952. Proceeds will 
be available in 1952-53. 

The En Vant Club, a group of civic-minded 
young ladies, provides a scholarship annually to 
some young woman through its loan fund. 

A prize of $100 is awarded annually by Mr. F. G. 
Swanson, former representative, in an essay contest 
concerning a subject in the field of government. 

Applications for scholarships and loans may be 
made through the Dean or Registrar or to any

Parking lot improvements and 
plans for future beautification of 
TJC’s campus have progressed 
since last spring.

Letter Found 


BOLOGNA, Italy UP) — The 
document for which France has 
been looking for the past 80 years 
has been discovered in the ar¬ 
chives of a count here. 

The document is the signed let¬ 
ter with which Napoleon III, last 
emperor of France, surrendered 
at Sedan to Wilhelm I of Ger¬ 
many. The document disappeared 
from the German court between 
1872 and 1875. 


The letter says: “Mister my 
brother, as I was unable to die 
in the midst of my troops, I have 
only to hand my sword in the 
hands of Your Majesty. I am, of 
Your Majesty, the good brother— 
Napoleon.”

Four courses or 12 semester 
hours entitle the veteran to full¬ 
time training benefits. These are 
$110 if the veteran has no de¬ 
pendents, $135 if the veteran has 
one dependent, and $160 if the 
veteran has more than one de¬ 
pendent. 

Three courses or 9 semester 
hours entitles the veteran to three- 
fourths time training benefits. 

These are $80 with no dependents, 

$100 with one dependent, and 
$120 with more than one depend¬ 
ent. 

Two courses or 6 semester hours 
entitle the veteran to half-time 
training benefits. These are $50 
with no dependents, $60 with one 
dependent, and $80 with more 
than one dependent. 

Although the veteran may go 
back to June 27, 1950 to figure his 
service record, he cannot draw 
benefits for any training prior to 
August 20, 1952. 

• The new law remains effective 
until it ends by presidential* proc¬ 
lamation or congressional concur¬ 
rent resolution. 


Persons interested in becom¬ 
ing members of Phi Theta Kappa, 
national honorary scholastic fra¬ 
ternity, should begin keeping grade 
points in mind early, said Miss 
Mildred Howell, sponsor of the 
local chapter. 

To be eligible for membership 
in Alpha Omicron, TJC chapter 
of Phi Theta Kappa, a freshman 
must carry 15 hours each semes¬ 
ter, 12 of which must be regular 
academic work. A sophomore 
must carry 12 hours of academic 
work. Both must have a grade 
point average of 2.4 They must 
also possess good qualities of 
character and citizenship. 

Counting of grade points is on 
this basis: A — 3 points per semes¬ 
ter hour, B—2 points, C—1 point, 
and D no points. 

The grade point average is 
based on the sum of grade points 
divided by the number of semester 
hours carried. For example, a 
total of 44 grade points divided by 
17 semester hours would be 2.6 
plus, an average entitling the stu¬ 
dent to eligibility for member¬ 
ship. 

Members of the chapter are 
sometimes called the “Brain 
Trust” of TJC.
